FEC and the Arab world. 

Mr Akritides is 47 year old 
and has been living in Saloni- 
and has been livingin Salonika 


since 1946. He was elected mu- 
in 1975 and a member of the 
Greek parliament in both the 
1977 and the 1981 elections 
under the colours’ of the 
PASOK party of Mr Papan- 
dreou.

Yugoslav Tourism Prospects

URING 1982, trade between Yugoslavia and 


Cy- 


prus remained at a low level due to unfavourable 
international trends, Miss Nada Spasic, Director of 
the Yugoslav pavilion at the trade fair, told a press 


conference. 

Trade relations between the 
two countries are not up to 
the same level as political re- 
lations, she said. 

Miss Spasic said that in 
1981 trade was $9 million, but 
in 1982 there has been a de. 
crease in Cypriot exports to 
Yugoslavia, especially of  ci- 
trus, due to import restrictions 
in Yugoslavia. 

Although the quotas for Yu- 
gosilav imports of citrus in 
1981 were reduced by 50%, 
the quotas for Cyprus were 
not reduced and it is hoped 
that by the end of this year, 
8,000 tons of citrus wil go 
to Yugoslavia.

MiE Ministers of Trade from Greece and Cyprus 
have agreed that the two countries should pur- 
sue the conclusion of an agreement on economic and 


technical cooperation and generally the further 


im- 


provement of relations in these fields. 


The meeting of the Greek 
Minister of Trade, Mr N. Akri- 
tides, who arrived in the __ is- 
lund on Thusday evening, with 
the Cyprus Minister of Com- 
merce and Industry, Mr G. An- 
dreou, took place at the Mi- 
nistry yesterday, with the par- 
ticipation of senior advisers on 
both sides. 

Mr Andreou referred to the 
imbalance of trade traffic be- 
tween Greece and Cyprus. 


Greek exports to Cyprus. in 
1981 amounted to £38.2 million 
while Cyprus exported goods 
worth £5.6 million to Greece. 


This, he said, is partly healed 
by the generous economic aid 
Cyprus receives from Greece 
and he expressed the hope it 
will be continued but, the Mi- 
nister added, joint efforts must 
be made to remedy the situa- 
tion. 


The two sides agreed tha’ 


Cyprus should prepare periodi- 


cal lists of Cypriot products of 
which there are surpluses (like 


Cggs, pork, sugar bets etc) so 
that the possibility of export 


tou Greece could be examined. 


Oher aspects discussed were 
the removal of quantitative 
restrictions on Cyprus products 
in Greece and the question of 
joint ventures between Greek 
and Cypriot investors. 

The Cyprus Minister re- 
quested Mr Akritides to see 
that Greek support be main- 
tained for Cyprus’s negotia- 
tions with the FEC about the 
second stage of the associa- 
tion agreement with the Com- 
munity. 

The two sides agreed to see 
about regular maritime — servi- 
ces between Cyprus and the 
Arab countrics with Greek 
vessels. 

During the talks both sides 
stressed the significance of 
close qooperation b§ween the 
two countries. , 














Mr Andreou” spoke of the 
close ties which have been 
further underlined with the vi- 
sit of Greek Prime Minister 
Papandreou to Cyprus. while 
Mr Akritides reassured about 
continued Greek support. 

Mr Akritides has invited Mr 
Andreou to visit the Salonika 
Trade Fair which takes place 
next Seplember.

CYPRUS POPULAR BANK PUBLISHES 1981 ECONOMIC REPORT

[Text ] NE of the problems 
with working on any 

economic data in Cyprus is 

that the major economic 

series are not finalized 

until late the next year, 

so that economists and re- 
searchers are invariably 

working with data appro- 

“imately 2 year out of 


date. 

Provisional statistics are 
normally available fairly early 
and are first announced with 
the Minister cf Finances bu: 
dget address, but normally this 
provides only a sketchy sta- 
tistical frame. 

The first attempt at present. 
ing a complete ser of statistics 
is made by the Central Bank, 
which normally publishes _ its 
annual report around mid-year. 
But though this is an excel. 
lent economic assessment, and 
the most complete published, 
it has the disadvantage of still 
utilizing provisional data. 

The final data are published 
in the Economic Report which 
is available nine-months to a 
vear after the end of the vear 
lo which the statistics relate, 
bur this does no provide an 
overall view since monetary 
and other statistics are nut 
provided by the Economic Re. 
port. 

This year the Central Bank 
has been beaten by private 
enternrise, because the Cyprus 
Popular Bank Newsretter has 
come out with the provisional 
data for 1981, and has shown 


considerable courage by also 
publishing a forecast for 1982. 

The publication of a forecast 
is an innovation for Cyprus, 
and we feel that the Cyprus 
Popular Bank should be con- 
gratulated on being bold 
enough to publish its forecast, 
and thereby providing the es. 
sentia) material for meaning- 
ful debate on the prospects for 
the economy. 

Though in our comments 
below we may express diffe. 
ring views on some aspecis, 
this should not be taken as 
detracting in any way from 
our appreciation of the Cyprus 
Popular Bank for its innova- 
tive approach and its contri. 
bution to both business and 
economic planning. 


1981 


1981 proved fo be the dif- 
ficult year that everybody ex. 
pected, but was probably not 
so bad as our worst fears, for 
despite everything the econo- 
my was able to grow by 2.7% 
over the year. 

The table below shows that 
this growth was _ essentially 
achieved by manufacturing 
and the tertiary seclors such 
us transport, banking, public 
administration and services. 

Though the agricultural se- 
ctor managed to grow slight- 
ly. . 
"Negative growth rates  oc- 
curred in the’ mining sector

and in secondary production, 
Where the sharp dectine in 
activity in the construction 
sector and the electricity and 
water sector outweighed the 
gains made by manufacturing. 

The decline in mining had 
been expected because of the 
depletion of the copper ores, 
but quarrying also declined 
because of the fall in  con- 
struction activity. 

Only in the construction se. 


ctor can it be claimed that 
the long awaited «economic 
crisis» had arrived, for here 


unemployment increased sharp- 
ly as the construction firms 
completed projects and the 


number of new starts was ins 
adequate to keep the firm's 
gains made bp manufacturing. 

In fact the existence of a 
large number of large projects, 
apartment blocks and hotels, 
enabled the full extent of the 
problems facing the industry 
to be hidden, and has_ given 
many of the better managed 
firms time to adjust. 

Why has constructicn been 
hit so hard relative to the 
other sector? The Cyprus Po- 
pular Bank Newsletter states 
that the recession in the cona 
struction sector began in 1980 
and worsened in 1981, and 
that the main causes were the 
excessive supply of housing 
units in conjunction with - sa- 
turation in demand. 

In 1980 there were 147,000 
dwellnz units, which corres. 
ponded to one unit for every 
3.5 persons. 

Other factors were the rise 























in housing costs and the cre- 
dit restrictions imposed by the 
Central Bank. 


Different 


Thouvh we de not necessa. 
rily disayree with the above, 
our own interpretation of the 
causes of the recession in the 
construction industry are 
somewhat different. 

First we consider that there 
was a mismatching of housing 
construction with housing 
needs, so that much of _ the 
new dwelling supply was un- 
suitable for the needs of the 
middie class refugees and 
others that require housing. 

Demand has been high for 
small residential units one’ or 
two bedrooms, suitable for 
young couples but supply con- 
sisted of expensive and larger 
units (particularly ‘n Nicosia). 

In addition, the Government 
had not proceeded to assist 
some social proups to trans« 


form their often desperate 
housing need, into a4 demand 
by providing an efficient loan 
mechanism. 

To some extent this has now 
been corrected with the intro- 
duction of the’ scheme by 
which refugees are assisted 
with the purchase of apart. 
ments, but more general pro- 
vress cannot be achieved until 
the Housing Finance Organiza. 
lion gets going and housing 
loans become more generally 
available from the banking 
sector. 

We would also question the 
issue of «market saturation», 
though we admit that the hou- 
sing situation has improved a 
vreat deal in recent years. 

Here there is a_ statistical 
problem whiciy arises . from 
the fact that the small holi« 
day apartments that have been 
so massively built in Limassol, 
Paphos and Ayia Napa, are de. 
fined as dwellings and not 
tourist accommodation, because 
thev are nor recognized as 
such by the Cyprus Tourism 
Organization. 

The C.T.O. exnverts that are 
preparing a master plan for 
tourism have stated that they 
estimate 13,000 beds in such 
apartments, but we feel this 
is an understatement. 


This implies ‘that about 
5,000 apartments defined as 
dwellinus are used for tou. 
rism, but we would anticipate 
a figure of up to twice that. 

In addition, a large number 
of apartments fave been pur- 
chased as second homes and 
not as an investment _ that 
should be hired to tourists for 
financial return. 


Significant 


It can, therefore, be seen 
that the tourism sector is 
more significant for the con. 
struction sector than when 
just seen in terms of hotel 
construction. 

Here the fears regarding the 
future growth of tourism that 
were expressed in 1980, led 
to uncertainties that affected 
the growth of tourist apart- 
ment construction, especially 
since the CTO also began an 
active campaign against the 
use of unregistered tourist ac. 
commodation, and this led to a 
decline in construction. 

Now that the CTO intends 
to register at least some of 
these apartments and allow 
travel agents to book them 
for tourists, the situation may 
change. 

More generailly, however, we 
believe that the basic problems 
in the construction sector ari- 
se from a (temporaryt) joss of 
confidence in ‘the economy 
which is also reflected in the 
other disturbing economic fa. 
ctor at present, the unwilling- 
ness or hesitance to invest, 
that is now developing into 
probably the most serious eco. 
nomic problem for the long 
- development of the coun- 
ry. 

The situation has been 
made more difficult by the 
fact that inflation in the con- 
struction sector has been run, 
ning higher han the overall 
rate of price change, and this 
also makes investment more 
difficult. 

‘Since investment is financed 
in part by past savings, the 
real value of which declines 
under inflationary conditions, 
investors face serious problems 
in financing their projects. 

The situation is aggravated 
by the fact that the banking 
system in Cyprus is conserva. 
tive in outlook and somewhat 


dispersed, so that large joans 
are difficult to obtain from 
One source, 

Any businessman who _ has 
had to put together a financial 


package from different sour- 
ces can confirm that it is a 
tiring and depressing expe. 
rience. 

In the past we have suggest- 
ed that the Cyprus Develop. 
ment Bank could play a useful 
role as a sort of consortium 
leader to solve this problem, 
but the CDB seems to prefer 
to play-out the somewhat 
unimaginative role it has as- 
signed itself. 

The causes of the decline in 
construction activity are clear- 
ly complex, but there are no 
indications as yet that a simi- 
lar decline will take place in 
other sectors. 

For the time being it seems 
that the «recession», if that is 
the right description of the 
present situation, will be con- 
fined to the construction sector 
and to some extent mining. 


1982 
The Cyprus Popular Bank 
Newsletter predicts more of 
the same for 1982, with a 
slightly lower rate of growth 


overall. 

A rate of 2.4% is predicted 
as against 2.7% in 1981, with 
declined in activity projected 
for agriculture, mining, con- 
struction and transport. 

In general we would consi- 
der this projection as_ being 
somewhat pessimistic. 

‘Admittedly weather condi- 
tions may have affected agri- 
culture, but the irrigated se- 
ctor.is doing fairly well though 
potato exports may be adver- 
sely affected. 


We do not think, however, 
that the agriculturai sector 
will decline by 6% in 1982, 
in fact because the Paphos 
Irrigation Project and other 
schemes should start having 
some effect on output in 1982. 

With respect to mining the 
situation should improve slight- 
ly as the fertilizer plant goes 
into operation later this year, 
and if the situation in the 
construction industry settles 
down.

LIBERAL ECONOMIC SYSTEM PRAISED 
Nicosia I SIMERINI in Greek 26 May 82 p 3 


[Text] If Cyprus has been able to reach its present enviable standards of living, 
despite its political adversities, it owes it to the tireless private initiative 
within the framework of our liberal economic system. There is no one, not even the 
AKEL which can dispute that. As it cannot be disputed that the problems faced in 
the last years by our economy are due to the fact that, because of outside factors 
and a faulty way of facing them, private initiative has been deprived of its produc- 
tion incentives and has been forced to limit its activity. While efforts through 
negotiations with the administration are being made and it was expected that the 
measures to give new impetus to private investments were about to be enacted, came 
the announcement of the minimum program DIKO-AKEL to upset everything. The economic 
foresight of the program is clearly incopatible with the efforts which were being 
made up to now to overcome the crisis. It must be considered: as-certain that the 
crisis will worsen. with unforeseen consequences for the economy. The memorandum 

of the Chamber of Commerce and Industry to Presdient Kyprianou, which was made public 
along with the president's answer, is sufficiently eloquent as to where things are 
going. From the moment that the business world feels insecure then come into being 
all the contributing factors for the adverse chain reactions in the activities of 
the economy: a drop in production, unemployment, inflation and so on. Unfortunately, 
the answer of the president, far from calming the private sector, increases its 
anxiety and hastens the reverse trend of the economy.

“In the last 30 years, the 
agricultural development of 
Cyprus and the water supply 
of its towns and village were 
based on ground water re- 
sources.. Ground water is 
cheaper because surface wa- 
ter needs high investment for 
engineering work. 

In the last ten years, the 
government has concentrat- 
ed on developing surface wa- 
ter sources. However for 
various reasons it will not be 
possible to use the total sur- 
face water potential which is 
about 600 million cu. metres. 
Therefore ground water will 
have to play an important 

role. Hydrogeological inves- 
tigation, based on thorough 
geological knowledge and 


using sophisticated explora- 


tion techniques, will contin- 
ue to be used for finding new 
ground water resources. Al- 
though we believe there are 
not any new ground water re- 
sources for regional devel- 
opment, there are reasons to 
believe that it is possibie to 
locate new resources for io- 
cal development on a village 
scale. 


A special effort has been 
made recently to increase 
the availability of water for 
the Nicosia area.

SEARCH FOR GROUND WATER PUSHED

mination of the Troodos 
massif, we have conciuded 
that ground water is present 
within the fractures of the 
rocks and is potentially ex- 
ploitable at least for local irri- 
gation and water supply 
schemes. | 

Exploration in these 
rocks became possible after 
the purchase by the govern- 
ment of rotary percussion 
Grilling rigs. It is now estimat- 
ed that in the area of plutonic 
rocks of Froodos about 11, 
miltion cubic metres of water 
infiltrate to greater depths 
every year. 

A comprehensive drill- 
ing programme started in 
1976. A total of 230 boreholes 
were drilled and the results 
are most encouraging. The 
Sheeted Complex occupies 
an extensive area of the 
Troodos range. Detailed ex- 
ploration of this area is con- 
sidered essential in the 
future. Drilling so far sug- 
gests that this geological unit 
atong fractured fault zones 
could yield considerable 
amounts of ground water. As 
an example | could mention 
the successful boreholes in. 
the Stavrovouni area, along 
the Khirokitia - Nicosia pipe 
lines. Some of these drill 
holes, for the supplementary 
water supply of Nicosia, yield 
more than 100 cu. metres of 
water per hour.

. We are also collaborat- 
ing with the deep drilling pro- 
ject which started last month. 
This will drill three deep 
boreholes up to two kilome- 
tres deep. An area of chalks 
extending from Larnaca to 
Lefkara has aiso been select- 
ed for detailed investigation 
in collaboration with BGR of 
West Germany (Federal In-. 
stitute of Geosciences and 
Natural Resources). The 
drilling results vary. Dry 
boreholes were drilled in 
close vicinity to boreholes 
yielding — considerable 
amounts of water. The quali- 
ty of water in the Chalks also 
varies. However the results 
indicate that in some cases 
considerable amounts of 
ground water can be exploit- 
ed from fissured and frac- 
tured rocks in the chalk unit 
of the Lefkara formation”.

PROJECTS ACTIVATED TO REMEDY WATER SHORTAGE 


[Text] Water, an abundant commodity in the oceans, be- 


comes very scarce and precious in places like Cy- . 
prus, a semi-arid land. And although it has been 
raining over parts of the island in the past few days, 
water shortage remains a serious problem. The Ni- 
cosia area, in particular, which has seen huge popu- 
lation growth in recent years, has been harshly hit 
by the water cuts which have become a common 
feature during the hot summer months. 


The island's acute water. 


preblem is being tackled 
along two main fronts: by- 
building dams and reservoirs. 
to prevent run-off to the sea, 
and drilling underground to 
locate new sources. 


There is of course a third 
method, which is also very 
important—learning to use 
water properly, conserving 
this precious commodity and 
even finding ways of recyc- 
ling existing supplies. 

At panel discussion at 
the 2” Hotel in Nicosia 
th . two senior govern- 
me fficers spoke about 
the water situation in the is-

“Cyprus’ annual rainfall - 


in an average year is about 
500 mm which gives a tota! 
voiume of about 4,600 million 
cubic metres. Unfortunately, 
because of the beautiful 
weather conditions in Cy- 
prus, most / this water 
(about 80 %) is lost by evapo- 
transpiration, lsaving only 
about 950 m. cubic metres as 
usabie water. Of this amount, 
about 600 m. cu. m. appear in 
the form of surface run-off 
and about 350 m. cu. m. re- 
charges the various aquifers. 

With the discovery of 
modern drilling equipment, 
farmers began drilling new 
boreholes and soon we had 
the first signs of over- 
pumping. 

The situation now is that 
almost all the main aquifers 
are over-pumped and the 
prospecting drilling carried 
out by the government has li- 
mited potentialites. There- 
fore, the future development 
of the isiand’s water re- 
sources depends aimost en- 
tirely on development of 
surtece water.

The first important 
works for impounding water 
on a relatively large scale. 
were constructed between 
the years 1896-1912. They 
were long and low earth em- 
bankments in the eastern 
Messaoria—inciuding the 
Kouklia and Acheritou reser- 
voirs. A long time 
without any important sur- 


face water development- 


works because it believed 
that they were uneconomical 
and difficult to undertake, 
due to geological, hydrolog- 
ical and other reasons. 

It is true that in Cyprus 
the construction of large- 
scaie- surtace development 
projects is difficult. The dis- 
tribution of rainfall is erratic 


_ and norivers maintain peren- 


nial flows. Because of ~ 
generally steep gradient 0 
the a and the narrow val- 
leys, high structures are re 
quired to achieve the 
necessary storage. Expen- 
sive grouting procedures are 
needed to contro! leakages, 
and appreciable quantities of 
water are lost from evapora- 
tion from the reservoirs be- 
cause of the high 
temperatures. 


But the increasing dem- 
and for water (for irrigation, 
domestic supplies, indstries 
and tourism) led the govern- 
ment, especially after indep- 
endence, to embark on a very 
serious programme of stud-

ies and investigations which 


were followed by the con- 
struction of various large 
dams. 


It is sufficient to say that 
whereas before indepen- 
dence the total storace of all 
dams in Cyprus amouted to 
only six million cubic metres, 
their total capacity now 
amounts to 106 million cubic 
metres. This includes As- 
prokremmos Dam at Paphos 
which is now in its first year 
of operation and can hold 51 
million cu. metres and is the 
biggest on the island. Then 
there is the Lefkara dam 
which has a capacity of 13.5 
m. cu. metres and the Yer- 
massoyia dam of similar ca- 
pacity. A new type of surface 
water storage is the con 
struction of ponds, especial- 
ly in the Pitsittia region. 


Various projects have 
been undertaken to develop 
to the maximum the island's 
surface water resources. 
They include the Paphos 
project (now nearing com- 
pletion), the Vassilikos- 
Pendaskinos project (now 
entering the construction 
stage), and the Khrysochou 
project (feasibility study 
ready next August). The 
most important study ever 
undertaken in Cyprus is that 
for the Southern Conveyor 
Project which will be ready 
next month.

water for irrigation and can 
only be economically feasi- 
bie for isolated touristic pro- 
jects which have no 
alternative sources. 


Conservation 


Water conservation, its 
proper use and recycling are 
of course very important. 
Conservation is essentially . 














achieved in irrigation by es- 
tablishing improved meth- : 
ods so that the same volume 
of water can irrigate more 
land. Treatment of sewage 


effluent is another important 
and very dependable source. 


We have just started this 
on a small scale and this 
method will have a much 
wider application in the near 
future.

ext/ The transfer of pension rights of the Greek political refugees in the Soviet 
nion; the repair of Soviet merchant ships at the Elevsis shipyards; the Soviet 
Participation in development projects in Greece; the procurement of Soviet natural 
gas and the purchase of Greek products /by the Soviets/ are some of the issues to be 
discussed during the Confsrence of the Mixed Inter-Governmental Committee for 
Economic and Industrial Cooperation between Greece and the Soviet Union to be held 
in Moscow from 7 to 11 June. Chairman of the 10-member Greek delegation is the 
expert on international economic relations, Deputy Minister of Coordination 
Pattakis. Participating in tbe delegation are also Deputy Ministers of Agriculture 
and Industry Moraitis and Pitsioris, respectively. 


According to reliable information, the following issues will be discussed in Moscow, 
in part: 


1. The transfer of the pension rights of the Greek political refugees in the 
Soviet Union. According to a statement by a responsible government leader, the 
solution of this problem with the Soviet Union will be the guide for settling the 
issue with other socialist countries. 


2. The repair of Soviet merchant ships in the Elevsis shipyards (owned by the 
Greek Commercial Bank). Already advance consultations have taken place on this 
issue which is now at an advance stage. 


3. The purchase of Greek products. Already the exports to the Soviet Union during 
the first half of 1962 have tripled. 


4. The natural gas pipeline which now reaches from Siberia to Bulgaria is to be 
extended to Greece also. The distance of the pipe's network from Bulgaria to our 
border is 50 kilometers. 


5. The supply of Soviet electricity to Greece through Bulgaria. 
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6. The participation of the Soviets in development projects in Greece (hydroelec- 
tric projects of the Public Power Corporation, etc. ). 


7. The establishment in Greece of an alumina production unit with an annual output 
of 600,000 to 1,200,000 tons (it is related to the supply of electricity) and the 
purchase of this output. Already the relevant feasibility study by Soviet experts 
is completed. 


8. Tourist exchanges. 
9. General questions of trade exchanges. 


The delegation includes: Kyriazi, president of the Greek Tourist Organization, 
Kharitos, president of the Organization for the Promotion of Exports, Angelopoulos, 
acting consultant of the Greek Industrial and Mining Investments Company, Kafiris, 
deputy director of the Agricultural Bank of Greece, and other senior leaders. 


The conference assumes a preliminary character in view of the visit of Soviet 
Premier Tikhonov in Athens early in the fall.

[Text/ The extension of the natural gas pipeline which starts in Siberia and 
reaches Bulgaria will be discussed, among other things, during the Conference of 
the Mixed Inter-Governmmental (Ministerial) Committee for Economic and Industrial 
Cooperation between Greece and the Soviet Union. 


The Soviet Press Agency "Tass" characterized this conference as "a new step in 
the development and closer ties of the multi-sided relations between the two 
countries" and reported statements by the leader of the Soviet delegation, Deputy 
Minister for Foreign Trade Alexei Masulo, who pointed out: 


"This meeting relfects the will of the two countries to seek new ways and means of 
developing still further their cooperation on matters of commerce, economy, industry 
technology and science." 


It was made known that the conference will discuss also a) the supply of electric 
current to our country, b) the participation of Soviet organizations in Greek 
developmental projects, and c) the establishment in Greece of an alumina production 
plant ° 


The committee will also discuss a program of long-term cooperation in the economic, 
industrial and technological sectors. According to "Tass" it is possible to 
achieve closer cooperation on issues concerning energy, metallurgy, ship repair and 
agricultural production. "Tass" points out that in the past 2 years the trade 
agreements between the two countries increased by 160 percent and reached a level 
of 900 million dollars in 1961 alone. It is anticipated that in 1962 a new 
spectacular increase will be noted in the trade between the two countries. 
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As is known, Greece is exporting to the Soviet Union fruits and tobacco and imports 
oil and machinery. 


Deputy Ministers of Coordination G. Pattakis and G. Moraitis, respectively, head 
the Greek delegation which has been in Moscow since yesterday.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION REPORT SHOWS DECREASED PROFITS 
Athens EPIKAIRA in Greek No 723, 10 Jun 82 p 20 
[Krticle by K. Kalandzis/ 


[&xcerpt/ "Of the total of 2,860 industrial enterprises which made public their 
balance sheets in 192 (for the 1960 financial year), 1,065 or 17.2 percent have 
shown losses or did not realize any profit. 


This fact derives from the analyzed date in the volume "Greek Industry in 1961" 
published by the Association of Greek Industrialists /SEV/ and given to circulation 
the last few days. The 37.2 percentage of the enterprises showing loss or no 
profits is one of the highest since 1973 as the table below shows:

More specifically, in this category of enterprise (with loss or no profit) one 
observes that: 


1. The average level of losses in each enterprise was 1] million drachmas (compared 
to 98 in 1979). This represents an increase in losses by 4 percent or much higher 
than the rate of inflation. 


2. The 1980 losses expressed in percentages reached 3.7 percent compared to 28 
percent in 1979, 23.) percent in 1978 and 21.5 percent in 1977. 


Commenting on these data SEV observed the following: "This development clearly 
reflects the extent of the problems these enterprises face, which is proved also 

by the fact of the high borrowing by the enterprises which showed no profits. For 
the enterprises which in 1980 showed losses or realized no profits, the ratio of the 
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domestic to the total invested capital was just 13.) percent compared to 28.3 
percent for the rest of the enterprises and to 19.8 percent for the enterprises 
which did not realize any profite in 1979." 


Profits 


For the 1,795 industrial enterprises which in 1980 showed net profits, the average 
level of such profits for each enterprise was 163 million drachmas compared to 133 
million in 1979. This represents an increase of 22.6 percent which is somewhat 
smaller than the general rate of inflation, compared to 34.3 percent in 1979. 


For the total 2,860 enterprises whose 1960 balance sheet was analyzed, the average 
level of net profits for each enterprise was 5 million drachmas compared to 9 
million in 1979. The yield of the domestic capital of these industries in net 
profits (following payments for debt liquidation) was 7.8 percent, or it showed 
only a small decrease compared to 8 percent in the previous year. 


According to SEV, "these data underestimate the extent of decrease in industry's 
capital yield given that both the consolidated and the domestic capital has not been 
adjusted to their current values as formed by the inflationary conditions of the 
period after 1976." 


The yield of all working capital (domestic and foreign) increased from 6.3 percent 
in 1979 to 7. percent in 1980. The domestic (personal) capital yield appears 
particularly low or even negative in several branches (in these branches the same 
thing happened during the past 3 years).

TEXT OF AKEL'S 15TH CONGRESS COMMUNIQUE SUMMARIZED 
Nicosia I KHARAVGI in Greek 30 May 82 p 1 


[Text] The democratic forces will achieve a great victory in the presidential elec- 
tions, This conviction is expressed in the political resolution of the 15th Congress 
of AKEL which was made public yesterday. The resolution hails the agreement of the 
leadership of AKEL and DIKO which it considers to be a higher expression of cooper- 
ation and expresses the hope that the other patriotic forces, by placing the general 
interests of the country above everything else, will also join and strengthen the 
democratic cooperation. 


The resolution, which consists of 20 typewritten pages, reports that the 15th Congress 
approved the report of action by the Central Committee and the Central Control Com- 
mittee as well as the introductory remarks by the party's secretary general, E. 
Papaioannou, and expressed the appreciation for the correct handling by the Central 
Committee of the political and other problems which were facing the party. It ex- 
pressed its appreciation also for the multilateral activity and the vanguard role 

of AKEL, under the suidance of the CC, within the framework of the resolutions of 

the 14th Congress. 


It is reported in the resolution that the victory of the democratic forces in Greece 
and the efforts for the further internationalization of the Cyprus problem constitute 
a positive factor in the struggle of our people. The Congress, it is emphasized, fully 
appreciates the assistance given by the Greek people and the Papandreou government. 

It condemns every effort to«ndermine the relations between Athens and Nicosia and 
supports a closer cooperation between them, based on the principles of equality, 
mutual respect, the non-interference in internal affairs and the reinforcement of 

the entity of the Cypriot state. 


Solution of the Cyprus Problem 


In relation to the political problem, the resolution emphasizes that the struggle 
to solve the problem of Cyprus must continue based on the resolutions of the United 
Nations and the Summit agreements. The process of the inter-Cyprus talks must be 
safeguarded from any attempt by any faction to abandon or undermine them. The so- 
lution of the problem must fortify the independence, integrity and freedom of the 
Republic of Cyprus and offer strong and valid international guarantees through the 
UN. The Congress believes also that the efforts to internationalize the question do 
not harm the process of communication, nor that the dialog constitutes an obstacle 
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to the internationalization. One process complements and helps in the promotion of 
the other. At the same time, it emphasizes that the proposal for an international 
conference within the framework of the UN must be presented more forcefully. 


The resolution demands that a real turn around be made in the approach of the Turkish 
Cypriots and calls on the government to take concrete measures in that direction, 
such as the payment of pensions to those Turkish Cypriots who have a right to then, 
the reopening for operation of Greek-Cypriot industries in the occupied territory 

and in "no-man's-land,"' under UN supervision and the employment in them of Turkish 
Cypriots as well, etc. 


The Economy 


A special chapter of the resolution makes reference to the economic situation and 
enumerates the main problems slowing down the development rhythm, rise in inflation 
increase in unemployment, increase in the deficit of the balance of payments, etc. 
In order to face these problems the Congress demands the reconsideration of the 
policy vis-a-vis the EEC, that the government proceed in creating government and 
semi-government and mixed industries and the nationalization of the vital sectors 
of the economy, the elimination of tax evasion, the clean-up and democratization 

of cooperatives and the extension of welfare payments. 


Party and Mass Movement 


Two chapters refer to the party and the popular movement of the masses. The Congress 
hails the great successes in the organizational sector and makes reference to the 
various steps taken for its further strengthening--the improvement of party work; 

the recruitment of new members, the exercise of regular and constructive control, 

the promotion in the circulation of party printed matter, the development of its 
finances and the further strengthening of its internationalist relations with its — 
brother parties abroad. 


The resolution expresses deep appreciation for the role of the popular mass movement 
in the strengthening of the unity of the internal front and the resolution of economic 
and other problems of the people and extols the contribution of the thousands of 

AKEL members and cadres. It especially expresses appreciation for the patriotism, 
high morale, he unity and the inestimable contribution of the refugees as well as 

the mass organizations in the struggle to deal with the consequences of the coup 

and the invasion. 


In relation to the international developments, the resolution deflates the pro-war 
policy of imperialism with the tireless efforts of the peace-loving countries led 

by the Soviet Union for detente, disarmament and peace and considers it as a main 
duty, both for AKEL and our people, the struggle to avert a thermonuclear war and 

for the peaceful solution of international problems. It also demands the intensi- 
fication of the struggle for the deliverance of Cyprus from the occupation and other 
foreign troops and foreign bases and the full demilitarization of Cyprus. It is also 
emphasized that every effort must be made to strengthen even more the ties of Cyprus 
with the socialist, the non-aligned, the neighboring Arab countries and all the 
peace-loving countries which offer us precious solidarity and support in our struggle.

WAVE OF STRIKES HITS COUNTRY, PASOK-KKE CLASH 
Bank Workers Strike 





Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 1 Jun 82 pp 1, 15 


{Text/ Yesterday's political feud over the strikes led to an open PASOK-KKE clash 
while the Federation of Greek Bank Employee Organisations meets this afternoon in 
order to decide whether to contime the bank employees' strike demonstrations 
following today's termination of their )$8-hour strike and while the personnel 
running the bases continues its work stoppage. 


The PASOK Executive Office called upon KKE to make clear its position on "the 
specific demands by makeshift syndicalist leaderships" and accused it of 
"cooperating" with the Right and the representatives of the upper class against 
Change. It also accused it, together with E. aAverof /ND leader/, of being 
responsible for its share "of the political character of the strike." 


Earlier KKE had warned the government that the "coalescence of the people and the 
progressive forces with KKE is possible under the condition that it will move 
outside the NATO framework" and called on it [government to implement "a policy 
of force not against the struggles of the working people but against the monopolis- 
tic oligarchy and NATO's imperialists." 


Through an interpellation in the Chamber of Deputies, = accused the government 
of having transformed the syndicalist fronts which are ‘friendly to it into strike- 
breaking mechanisms. 


Drivers Contime the Strike 


The /bus/ station master controllers and the employees of the Athens, Piraeus 
and suburban bus offices decided yesterday to end their strike, while the bus 
drivers and /fare/ collectors are going on a work stoppage today from 0830 to 
1230 — (in the morning also a work stoppage took place between 0500 and 0900 
hours 


The association of station master controllers and employees announced that it 
decided to end the strike after being reassured by the authorities that their 
equalization with the personnel of the Electric-Powered Busses of the Athens- 
Piraeus Area will start being implemented on 1 Jamary 1983. 
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The flying mechanics of the Olympic Airlines also decided to hold a work stoppage 
on Thursday at 1100 hours. 


Civil Servants Planned Strike 
Athens I KATHIMERINI in Greek 3 Jun 82 pl 


[Text7 The Executive Committee of the Supreme Administrative Committee of Civil 
Servants /ADEDY/ decided yesterday to hold a 8-hour strike by civil servants. 
According to ADEDY this strike became inevitable following the goverment's 
intransigent stand in solving the problems of the Civil servants--implementation of 
a unified wage scale for civil servants, an effective system of automatic Cost-Of- 
Living Readjustments /ATA/, housing subsidies, etc. 


ADEDY decided to hold the strike on 17 and 18 June in order to provide additional 
time for the govermment to meet the demands of the civil servants and in order to 
avoid inconveniencing the pupils and parents during the period of the examinations 
the first 15 days of June. 


The ADEDY Executive Committee rejected a proposal to hold the strike on 11 and 12 
June. 


Typesetters Strike 
Athens I AVGI in Greek 5 Jun 82 pp l, 12 


/ixcerpt/ The typesetters will go on a 2h-hour warning strike this morning at 

0600 hours thus cancelling publication of the Sunday morning newspapers which do 

not use the offset printing process (photosynthesis). The typesetters are demanding 
a hO percent wage increase. 


feeting With Ministers 


Yesterday afternoon the typesetters' committee met in the Ministry to the Premier 
with Minister to the Premier Menios Koutsogiargas, Deputy Press Minister Dimitris 
Maroudas and Secretary General Sotiris Kostopoulos. 


The ministry announced that Koutsogiorgas pointed out to the committee that the 
strike is "illegal" and attempts to distort law 1186/81 which defines the work 
relations of the typesetters and the level of technological subsidy. He said that 
the government will adopt measures to protect its income policy and concluded by 
saying that it is unreasonable that the 600 typesetters to whom the goverment 

has granted so many privileges are now threatening to go on strike if they do not 
get a 4O percent increase in their wages which on the average are today equal to 
the premier's salary and are exceeding that of the chief justice of the Supreme 
Court (Areios Pagos). Finally, he referred to their responsibility about informing 
the Greek people. 


In an announcement yesterday the Press Office said the following, in part: Today 
the average monthly wage of the typesetters is 140,000 drachmas and they are asking 
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for a retroactive increase of 0 percent and a cost-of-living readjustment of 7.3 
reent. Such increases will bring their monthly salary to 168,000 drachmas, or 
3,000 drachmas more than the salaries of the chief justice and the chairman of 
the Council of State. 


The announcement also states: "The typesetters represent the most favored section 
of the labor class since by law 1186/81 they receive, in addition to the afore- 
mentioned basic wages, a state subsidy with the only precondition being that after 
completing 5 years of service in their trade they will be the only ones to have 
the right to work in newspepers, to work 3% hours per week, and to have automatic 
cost-of-living wage and pension increases." 


KKE Attacks Government 
Athens RIZOSPASTIS in Greek 2 Jun 82 p 2 


[Text/ The government committed a serious impropriety when it accused KKE--by 

the hasty statement of its spokesman 2 days ago--of "cooperating with the Right 
in the massive movement...against Charge." It should have proved this accusation. 
Is it KKE, by any chance, which used the classic methods of the Right to attack 
the strikes? Is it KKE which transformed the media into strike-breaking mechanisms, 
which slandered democratic syndicalist organizations, which rudely attacked the 
independence of the syndicalist organizations by inciting them into divisive and 
strike-breaking actions? Or is it, by any chance, KKE which...like the Right 

in times past, built myths about "political motives" for questioning the striking 
rights of the working people and adopted the /Minister/ Laskaris dogma, “I do 

not hold discussions with strikers"? The government then should avoid such attacks 
against KKE. And instead of appearing as its prosecutor, it would be better if 

it itself answered the serious questions its tactics have been creating the last 
few days. Why such intransigence and cruelty toward the working people when it 
shows such elasticity and willingness toward the oligarchy and its foreign 
protectors? What expediency does the government serve when it tries to paint the 
syndicalist struggles as political confrontations? And why this ungraceful effort 
to change the PASOK organizations into strike-breaking instruments, to make them 
preachers of a peculiar danger-mongering and division among the plain followers 

of Change? /PASOK's/ answer must be clearer. The government should know that 
those who work for a unified, strong syndicalist movement do not help the Right 
just as the struggles of the working people do not harm the Change. The Right 

is helped by those who break the popular unity, those who justify, after the fact, 
the Right's methods and allow the demands of the working people to fall prey to 

the rightist propaganda.

USSR REPORTEDLY INTERESTED IN POLITICAL TALKS 
Athens TA NEA in Greek 2 Jun 82 pl 


[Text/ The Soviet Union expressed interest in sending a delegation to Greece for 
political talks with the Greek government. According to reliable reports, the time 
of the visit is fixed between the end of August and early September but the level 
of the discussions and the political and diplomatic standing cf the delegation's 
leadership have not yet been announced. However, the same reports say that the 
rank of the Soviet leader will not be lower than that of the deputy foreign 
minister. The manifestation of this interest by the Soviet Union is not interpreted 
as an indication that the visit of Premier Tikhonov is cancelled. According to 
certain circles the delegation's visit may prepare the way for such a visit. It 

is certain, in any event, that the Soviets wish a maneuverability in the matter of 
reciprocity in the official visits between the two countries in order to satisfy 
all preconditions for success when a summit meeting is held. 


On the other hand, a government spokesman said yesterday that the time of Tikhonov's 
visit to Greece has not yet been determined but denied that the Greek government is 
exerting pressure for its realization. It also denies the published report that 

the Soviet Union let it be understood that it did not wish the Greek premier to 
visit Moscow.

PERMANENT MULTIFACETED COOPERATION WITH FRANCE PLANNED 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 24 May 82 pp 1,15 


[Excerpts] A continuous and permanent cooperation between Greece and France in the 
fields of administration, economy, and high technology--including the technology of 
the armament industry--was decided in yesterday's conversations betweenthe premiers 
of the two countries, Messrs. Andreas Papandreou and Pierre Mauroy. 


The new agreement will be confirmed during the visit to Greece of French president 
Francois Mitterand due to take place in a few months, most probably in late August 
or in early September. In order to make this cooperation permanent, two ministers, 
one French and one Greek, will be appointed. 


The subject of high technology will constitute an additional agreement and condition, . 
for the armament industry, which was recently signed by the French minister of Defense, 
Mr. Charles Hernu and deputy minister of Natioanl Defense. Mr. Petsos. 


The conversations of Messrs. Papandreou and Mauroy took place during the trip from 
Ydra to Navplion. Bilateral and international affairs were discussed. Specifically 
the two premiers: 


Reiterated their stance on the matters of the EEC, when France with a statement by 
Mr. Pierre Mauroy who repeated his intention not to approve any decision of the EEC 
accepting the abolishment of unanimity; 


Emphasized the significance of the development of the cooperation between the two 
socialist governments of Greece and France in the Mediterranean and on an interna- 
tional level. Regarding this, the French premier--speaking in Ydra, at he Conference 
for the Mediterranean--said that, "The historical victory of the Left in France and 

in Greece makes the two countries companions in hope." 


They referred to framework of the political and economic relations of the two countries 
and prepared the ground for discussions which will take place with French president, 
Francois Mitterand, placing special emphasis on the Cyprus situation. 


Mr. Mauroy on Mr. Karamanlis 


The French premier, after his meeting on Saturday with the president of the Republic, 
Mr. K. Karamanlis made the following statement to the reporters:

"Tl knew that your president was a convinced European and I was given the opportunity 
to ascertain the solidity of his convictions and the strength of his ideas concerning 
Europe, the Europe that knows difficult times, but must overcome then. 


"We talked on subjects which are of direct interest to Greece, particularly the ptob- 
lem of Cyprus and all those problems which you know better than I. It was an oppor- 
tunity for a wide exchange of views and I must tell you that it took place in a pleas- 
ant, very cordial and friendly atmosphere.”

PAPANDREOU POLICIES SEEN ADOPTING SOFTER TONE 
Athens AKROPOLIS in Greek 6 Jun 82 pl 


[Excerpt/ The government is especially concerned about ite future course because 
of the difficult position it is in as accentuated by the following: 


a. The growing popular discontent because of the government's incompetence in 
dealing with the current problems, especially those economic; 


b. The increasing strikes which reflect the intense reaction of the working 
classes because of the high cost of living which hits them the hardest; 


c. The intervention of President K. Karamanlis to remove anti-constitutional 
clauses from proposed legislation as in the case of syndicalism or the Supreme 
Educational Institutions /AEI/. 


These important events which chronologically happened at the same time create 
cumulative pressure on the goverment which begins to realize that the opportunities 
for maneuvers and "detours" are disappearing while its choices centered between 
retrenchment or insistence on its original positions are reduced. 


Until now the government appears to have dealt with the problems in a spirit of 
superiority and with indifference toward the suggestions it had received to think 
more carefully about its policies. 


Coming Down to Earth 


However, following the developments of the last 10 days, the government started 
to come down to earth, to a reality imposed by what it refused to accept earlier. 


The accumulation of problems, the difficulty of reducing the consequences and the 
accompanying loss of popularity by PASOK force the government leadership to search 
for ways that could help it overcome its difficult position, with two objectives: 


First, to reduce tension and avert more acute social confrontations with unpredic- 
table consequences; and second, to restore its prestige and above all to stop its 


decay. 


Of course, the government is not going to admit publicly that it is in a difficult 
position, yet intimate governmental circles have come to the same conclusions. 


























This makes it necessary for Papandreou to reassess the possibly to change the 
government's stand and the handling of the domestic problems. 


This, however, presents certain practical difficulties because, especially in the 


economic sector, it is impossible to change the measures already taken, such as 
the new taxes. 


Be that as it may, the government is expected to try to appear softer with regard 
to new measures. This is indicated by its willingness to discuss every proposal.

KKE-INT OPTIONS, KYRKOS' STATEMENTS ANALYZED 
Athens TO VIMA in Greek 9 Jun 82 p 3

[Text/ The problem of the "delicate balances" within KKE-Interior appears to have 
become more acute in the last few days. 


Euro-deputy Leonidas Kyrkos refused to be a candidate again (and member) of the 
party's Executive Bureau. if one were to analyze certain eloquent hints in his 
public statement (about "inward-looking" and "factionalism") the conclusion would 
be that his position reflects an open yet disciplined political disagreement. 


By remaining a simple member of the Central Committe, Kyrkos does not want to become 
co-guarantor and co-responsible for a policy about which he appears to have 
reservations. On the other hand, the most charismatic politician of the communist 
left avoids any action that could weaken the party's unity. On the contrary, he 
praises the personality of Giannis Banias, the new party secretary, and does not 
question the authority of the new leadership. He doubts ("I am not sure but I 
hope...") that the new Executive Bureau will chart the policy he regards sound 
under current conditions. 


Finally, the disciplined stand of Kyrkos is not only consistent with his long 
party activity, but also follows his recent decision to withdraw his candidacy for 
the position of party secretary in order to form a "converging plurality" around 
the person of G. Banias. The view expressed in this column (1 June 1962) that the 
recent KKE-Int. Congress ended with more problems than it started with, seems to be 
borne out, especially now that it has become known that several party organizations 
are displeased over Kyrkos' bypassing by the party leadership, and also that Banias 
was not elected with such a large majority as deliberately reported. 


According to reliable TO VIMA sources, the three "group tendencies" of the Central 
Committee gave only % votes to Banias out of a total of 56 (18 blank, abstentions), 


It should be noted that Kyrkos as well as certain Central Committee members of the 
same political "orientation" voted for Banias. This outcome as well as a series 
of other facts reported earlier in this column lead to the view that the party's 
new leadership will be judged in the end by its success in dealing with these 
"delicate intra-party balances." 
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Early indications are not encouraging. banias introduced the composition of the 

new Executive Bureau which was accepted. iIn fact, most of the members headed by 

Takis Benas do not represent "trends" and are considered to be "flexible and non- 
dogmatic" and in general they share homogeneity. 


Yet Kyrkos' refusal to be included in the new Executive Bureau is related to the 
presence in it of Kostas Kilinis, the foremost spokesman of the anti-Kyrkos wing 
who supports a strong confrontation with PASOK, the USSR, KKE and the "existing 
socialism." 


At first Banias had decided to keep out every representative of the "left wing" 
as happened in the cases of Andonis Brillakis and B. Theodoridis. Thus, the 
presence of Kostas Filinis in the Executive Bureau, if it does not give it an 
ideological tint, does indicate some compromise on the part of Banias in that 
direction. 


On the basis of these facts and developments we may assume that the core of the 
Kyrkos disagreement is: 


First, tis feeling that KKE-Int. is threatened today by the danger of a political 
"inward-looking trend" which some cadres underestimate and others ignore. 
Specifically, Kyrkos is said to believe that the party's practice must be directed 

to the mass social areas and not to "marginal" social groups (anarchists, unorganized 
leftists, ecologists, feminists). Of course, there must be roads left open to 

those "little groups" but there must be some “delineation” so that the party will 

not give the impression that it gives priority to these groups. 


Second, Kyrkos' impression that at the recent congress there were incidents of 
"secret groupings" (directed voting, blocs, etc.) which had been condemned at the 


1978 congress. 
These groupings took two forms: 


One, of the so-called "dogmatists of pure renewal" with a hostile attitude toward 
Kyrkos' "conciliatory" views about PASOK, the "existing socialism" and KKE with 
primary spokesmen K, Filinis, A. Brillakis, M. Theodoridis, G. Rengas and others. 


The other, of cadres mainly from the /youth organization/ Rigas Feraios, who 
expressed positions of total opposition to the older party cadres and to the party's 
course up to now. 


The peculiar coalition of these two "groups" blocked the progress of Kyrkos to the 
party's leadership, either by himself or together with Banias. 


This is the apparent meaning of Kyrkos' hints about the phenomena of "iuward-looking 
trends" and "factionalism" which mst be fought against if the new leadership 
succeeds in taking advantage of the supposedly favorable conditions and overcomes 
its own views about the overall strategy of the party and of its survival. In 
other words, KKE-Int. has probably acquired such a leadership and cadre composition 
that will force it to operate in a contradictory manner. But before these phobias 
materialize, there will likely appear phenomena of personal rivalry with unpredic- 
table results. The question is whether they will end in “open tendencies" on their 


own political platforms.

PASOK STANCE ON FORTHCOMING MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS DISCUSSED

/Text/ The procedures for the selection of mayoral candidates by PASOK are being 

completed as the month comes to a close. In this way the organizational preparation 

is completed for a political fight which acquires special significance for the 

govermment since both of its opponents are trying to give to the election not 

merely a political character--the municipal elections always had that--but the 

essence of a plebiscite. Both the New Democracy Party and KKE expect from this 

plebiscite a result which will permit them to claim that the majority of the | 
people no longer approves the way PASOK governs and, even more, that it does not | 
approve its choices. | 


The government knows of course that, as recent history shows, the wters use 
different criteria in the election for a government which will handle the country's 
big issues and different in the election of municipal and local officials. Of 
course, no serious analyst of the political developments can add the votes given 

the Right and those given to the KKE candidates and conclude that the total 
represent an aggregate of disapproval against the government's choices. After 

all, the choices disapproved by the voters of the Right will be drastically different 
or diametrically opposed to those rejected by the KKE followers. The "Koprsokherides," 
i.e@., those who wish they had cut their arm before voting for PASOK, whom Averof 
hopes...to collect--with the eagerness he exhibits he will turn the entire nation 
into a nation...of one-armed men and women--will deny their vote to the PASOK 
candidates to express their opposition to the following: 


a. The recognition of National Resistances, 


b. The great increase given to the basic incomes (wages and salaries) which of 
course did not please those who base their prosperity on the misery of the "cheap 
hands." 


c. The establishing of a -week leave for all working people, the protection of 
syndicalism and the abolition of Law 330, annoys the "medium-small" and "large" 
businessmen of our petty-bourgeois capitalism, who, of course, want to be the 
subject of "state protection" but do not want such’ protection to be extended to 
their workers or employees because then the "national economy is blown sky high." 
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d. The end of profiteering in state hospitals and the insurance organizations. 
e. The decisive stand toward NATO and the Americans. 


By contrast, beyond the particular differentiations in the leadership of the 
traditional left movement, the mass of its voters cannot reject by its votes the 
same choices, nor the progressive steps in education, nor the strengthening of 
local administration, nor the increase of pensions of Farm Insurance Organization, 
social Insurance Foundation and Greek Craftsmen and Tradesmen's fund retirees, nor 
even the "harsh" measures against pollution. 


The vote of the /left/ will have a different content. The organized followers 

may object to the fact that we did not leave NATO and the EEC "here and now. 

Or, that we did not throw out right away the American bases even though they are in 
a position to understand the strategic expediency that makes Fidel Castro, so 
devoted to Moscow, avoid a confrontation with the U.S. and keep the American base 
in Guantanamo. 


The simple followers, some of whom gave their vote to PASOK as a...loan to throw 
ou. the Right, will oppose the fact of not dealing with the high cost of living, 
that the procedure for a national health agency is not moving fast enough, that 
practical and cheap solution of the housing problem has not been announced, and 
that the experiment of self-management «i cooperative companies with loans for 
investing where the industrialists refuse to make investments is not yet attempted. 


These facts are well known to the government and to those who want to turn the 
minicipal elections into a "plebiscite" against the govermment. This is the reason 
why the battle will be harsh and decisive on two fronts. It is evident that PASOK 
will not enter the election with "compromise" tickets but with candidates for 
battle. These tickets will not be--and cannot be--headed by those who do not annoy 
this or that leading level, the "balancers"; but by those who can win the widest 
voter acceptance. There should be cadres who will have as a weapon not only the 
blessings and the banner of the movement or the work of its orgaizations, but will 
have their own personal prestige, their knowledge of the problems of their area, 
ideas and perceptions, for the real exercise of decentralized work beyond anniversary 
celebrations and festivities. 


Finally, these municipal elections have as much importance as the parliamentary 
elections of last October. In those elections the Right was overthrown. Not it is 
necessary to prove beyond doubt whether the Cassandras, the zombies, the agitators 
have worked so effectively as to make the people say that "they do not want this 
change" and thus open the way to pitiful retrogression.

PASOK ACCUSED OF ABANDONING ALL IMPORTANT DIALOGUE

/excerpts/ By abandoning the dialogue the government of PASOK loses the possibility 
of persuading the Greek people as to the utility of its measures. The preelectoral 
pronouncements about a dialogue and the people's participation remain a dead 
letter, while there is a daily increase of cases of "surprising" the interested 
people and the impression is solidified that most measures are hasty and spasmodic. 
With minor exceptions which reaffirm the rule, the government has so far given 

the impression that most measures of its domestic policy are the result of haste 
and ill-considered actions thereby alienating its voters more than its opponents. 
The dialogue is deeply rooted in the traditions of the Greek people, given it is 
the source of their democratic traditions. This is why none of those who abolished 
the dialogue and tried to dominate the Greek people by force or deception was 

able to survive. At critical times, as a matter of fact, the meaning and the role 
of dialogue in governing the country take other dimensions. 


Today the country faces the worst postwar economic crisis--which is soon expected 
to necessarily turn into a social crisis--and possibly one of the most difficult 

in our recent history. In any event, the roots of the crisis are found in the 
questioning of the industrial system in the East and West, with the special 
dimensions it has in our country. In Greece, we question capitalism and the 
consumer society, as they have come to us since the war with the housing developers, 
the plastics and the ideologies. 


The questioning is not so much a protest against the reduction of income, inevitable 
consequence of the economic crisis, as it is a rejection of the entire value 

system brought in during the postwar period. Most people, and especially the 
Athenians, would prefer that their income was somewhat reduced provided that the 
quality of their lives was improved. 


Centralism 


To the qualitative problems, the government counters centralism and economistic 
sloganeering. The centralism reaches its apogee in the person of Premier A. 
Papandreou--since every centralism ends always at the top--who must decide on 
every issue. It is inevitable that the premier will not have enough time, 
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resulting in delays and the pile up of files on the premier's desk, which is 
accompanied by direct interventions from individuals of the premier's family circle. 
This tactic, however, has two immediate consequences: the premier is completely 
cut off from the reactions of the public opinion and second, he loses the advantage 
of dialogue and persuasion for the implementation of his policy. 


A, Papandreou was known for his sensitivity in grasping the reactions and desires 
of the people and accordingly adjusting the tactics of his party. Now that he has 
risen to power he is in danger of losing these sensitive antennas because he has 
been cut off from the transmitters of the people's message, secluded as he is in 
his home in Kastri and in the premier's office in the Maximou building. In this 
way he loses the other side, the opposing view. The premier's isolation is 
intensified by his rare appearances in the Chamber of Deputies. This means that 
he is cut off from a rich and useful source of information about what is happening 
in our country. 


The premier's example is followed by most ministers and deputy ministers. They 
appear in the chamber only when there is a debate over a question in their juris- 
diction or when there is a vote, that is, worse than what we had in the previous 
governments. 


Absence of Dialogue 


This tactic is accompanied and is a result of the absence of dialogue between the 
covernment and the people. The spirit of centralism is transferred and it permeates 
every facet of the state machinery. In this way, it imposes inaction or when it 

is necessary to take some measures the measures are spasmodic and usually wrong. 

The haste replaces the planned preparation and the premier's intervention is not 
enough to save the situation as happened in the case of the Council of State. 


The government's policy resembles a fire department--it comes in after the fact. 
But this means that the crisis goes on, it means conservatism, not change. When 
the people voted for change, they did not vote for slogans but for a preventive 
policy and quality of life. The rest they had with the New Democracy and did not 
need to bring PASOK to power to learn about them. Now, with PASOK, they are 
doubly bored because they also have the feeling that they are being fooled, as 
happened with the pollution "cloud" which had to reach unacceptable levels before 
they would take any measures, while if the measures were taken earlier they would 
have been less drastic and we would not have reached a saturation point. 


The Question of Self-Pride (Filotimo) 


The dialogue, however, has another aspect, always positive for the government. It 
provides the possibility of persuasion; in other words, it induces a sense of 
response among the Greeks. Only those who do not know the psychology of the Greeks 
or those who wear a blindfold over their vision cannot open a dialogue. In people 
like the Greeks where everything is tossed about in the coffeeship, the dialogue 

is the only way to achieve their participation in any policy. Then you can 
persuade the people more easily on the necessity of sacrifice and assure the 

active participation in the implementation of measures. The absence of dialogue 
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in the persent government shows that for most of the ministers the meaning of 
participation is an ideological construct rather than a political practice. The 
unrelated amendments which are debated in the Chamber of Deputies in the wee 
hours assure only and simply the public's negative reaction even on otherwise 
sound governmental measures. 


The absence of dialogue means something else also: contempt for the people and 
their democratic rights. Because democracy means respect for the rights of the 
minority always--and not only of the majority--the possibility to be informed 

in every governmental action, in advance and not after the fact, and the exercise 
of criticism. 


PASOK has been in power for 7 months and it faces harsher criticism from its own 
voters than from its opponents. Cf course, there is also the exception of the 
"faithful" in each party who suffer from "color-blindness." The criticism, 

although it is being treated negatively by the governing party, is the most 

positive element of the democratic spirit of the Greek people. It proves that the 
people do not entrust their hopes to the party, as to God, so that it can solve 

all their problems but it requires their active participation in dealing with the 
present crisis. This active participation is always accompanied by harsh criticisn, 
or rather it cannot be active without harsh criticism, because only the citizen has 
the ability to criticize. Who obeys blindly and loyally. 


The biggest mistake is possibly the confusion between the vote and the active 
participation. The vote implies a choice among various possibilities, parties 

or political forces. A citizen votes for one of the existing parties and as in 
the Olympic games--to quote Aristotle--only one of those competing wins, and not 
necessarily the one who is best among the living. The active participation 
implies the approval of the people, voters or not, on the exercise of a given 
policy; it implies a positive, active attitude on the part of the citizen toward 
that particular policy. These are two entirely different concepts: one, the 
vote is a passive action. I choose something and then my role ends until the 
next election. The other, the approval is a positive attitude, with my concurrence 
and participation. The government may have won the election or it may win the 
next election since it does not have /capable/ opponents, but without active 
participation it cannot face up to today's structural problems, both economic and 
social.

fText/ The Athens Press Agency is a state organization. It is directed by a 
hard-liner "greenguard." Therefore, its news reports are not unintentional. On 
the occasion of A. Papandreou's visit to Algeria the agency gave this dispatch: 
"The premier is accompanied by Minister Akis Tzokhatzopoulos who is the second- 
ranking member of the cabinet after the premier.” 





Everyone knows, of course, that the minister of public works is not the next person 
in the government after the premier. Formally, therefore, comrade A. Tzokhatzo- 
poulos is not who the Athens Press Agency told us. But, in essence, apparently 

he is. And this is important. 


Today, three groups are in power: 

a. A. Papandreou with his family and personal circle; 
b. The government; 

c. The party. 


These three groups overlap. But they also fight each other. This does not mean 
that each group is internally homogenous and united. Not at all... 


Which groupis stronger? Definitely the third--the party, that is. Within the party 
are several feuding factions. But the keys, the mechanisms, are controlled by the 
"hard liners"--the uncompromising Marxists. Those who consider their formal 

leader "suspect" because he vacillates, compromises, changes direction and places 
above all his own personal stay in power. 


The “hard liners" do not trust A. Papandreou. But they regard him necessary for 
a transitional period until they establish themselves. Then, at some point, they 
plan to push him aside one way or other, to take over power directly, totally and 
place in power "their own" premier. The uncompromising. lhe unyielding. The 
true Marxist. This is comrade Tzokhatsopoulos, the successor. 


The advance of the hard-liner successor presages even greater ills for our country. 
This is shown by what he said in Algeria: "There will be at first a transitional 
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period. During this period our country will be led toward socialization of the 
means of production." Note: not of the large enterprises, but of the "means of 
production"--that is, complete nationalization. The total elimination of personal 
property, private initiative, free economy. He added: "Our government will follow 
its way to socialism," which means not western social-democratic but “something 
else." what the "hard-liner" comrade has in mind as well as the other "hard-liners" 
of his group--those who expect to take over total power when the "transition period" 
is over. During that period they will undermine the free enterprise system 
extensively while at the same time reassuring and lulling the "bourgeois." They 
will carefully ripen the conditions for their dictatorship. And when the time 

comes they will push aside the hesitating cadres. And they will impose their 
/dictatorship/.

PAPANDREOU'S SPEECH SEEN TO FAVOR INDUSTRLALISTS 
Athens RIZOSPASTIS in Greek 20 May 82 pp l, 13 


/Text/ The premier's appearance the other day at the formal meeting of the 
Association of Greek Industrialists /SEV/ and the content of his speech reaffirm 
in the most formal manner the unconcealed, unconditional we might say, governmental 
support for big business and its total dependence on them for the hoped for 
recovery of the Greek economy. 


From what the premier said, addressing the oligarchy of wealth at the Hilton Hotel 
on the occasion of SEV's 75th anniversary, it is important to underline three 
points which reaffirm each to a greater or smaller extent the same conclusion: 

The government, having opted for the road of concessions to the oligarchy, ended 
up the other day, on 18 May, 7 months after it came to power, formally declaring 
its dependence on the monopolies. 


The first point relates to the class position of the industrialists within the 
Greek society. Papandreou asserted for the second time--this time formally, 
however--that those who consider the oligarchy to be the ruling class are in 

error, The ruling class, he said, is the para-economy, the middlemen who mst 

be fought against by the industrialists, the state and the workers! In other 
words, he placed the monopolies among the "nonprivileged," next to the working 
people whom they brutally exploit and called on them to fight against the parasites. 


Cf course, parasites do exist. They are the products of capitalism, part and 
parcel--and they multiply during its monopoly stage--and they will continue to 
exist as long as the /capitalistic/ system is maintained and strengthened. 
Papandreou leaves no room for misunderstanding with regard to the government's 
intentions to keep and strengthen the power of the monopolies in our country. 
In fact, the absolution of sins he gives to the industrialists, relieving them 
of the stigma of the ruling class, shows exactly that. 


Second: The premier promised and made a commitment to "private initiative" 

(which for the past 7 months has declared in every way that it will not make any 
investments unless there is "a specific and stable framework in the proper climate") 
and that a framework will be precisely established in the 5-year plan for economic 
development. But it is known that the plan is projected to start in 1%3. Thus, 
while Papandreou had given the industrialists at the beginning of the year a 
deadline until June 1962 to make investments, now the government retreats and gives 
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them more time in spite of the fact that it has given them already a series of 
privileges for the same purpose. At the same time, the government itself is asking 
the people for more time to implement its programmatic declarations... 


Beyond this, the above promise has another dimension. It satisfies the demand 
of the industrialists to consolidate the privileges it was giving them until now 
in the name of certain "maneuvers" for a relatively long duration. It provides 
them with "stability" which, of course, is the opposite of change. 


Third: The premier addressed the working people from the same forum. Not to 
assure them that the promises and preelectoral commitments to them will be put 
into effect but to tell them that, side by side with their fight for their demands, 
they must take care to increase their productivity; in other words, to work even 
harder to increase the profits of the monopolies. 


It is worth noting to recall that the need to increase productivity as the most 
basic condition for the development of the economy was pointed out at every turn 
by the industrialists who attributed the economic crisis to the "laziness" of 

the working people. Because when they speak of a rise in productivity they mean 
intensification of work. They do not mean new investments, new machinery. Because 
they want to increase their profits without spending money. 


The government with its practice so far, climaxed the othsr day with the premier's 
statements and his commitments to the oligarchy, shows that it has made its choice. 
The verbal expression of this choice--with the monopolies and the people against 
the para-economy--cannot obscure what the working people understand from their 

own lives. Namely, that whoever sides with the monopolies, whoever supports and 
depends on them cannot at the same time serve the interests of the working people. 
And does not even attack parasitism. The struggle of the working class, of all 
the working people, is contiming and will increase in intensity against those 

who were and continue to be the ruling class, as well as against the political 
spokesman, for as long as the present system continues.

KEY TO REGIONAL CRISIS IN WEST'S HANDS

faxcerpt/ we shall add an addendum today to what we wrote yesterday concerning 
the visit and the talks here of American Secretary of State Haig. Our objective is 
to complete the clarification of the causes and fsctors affecting Greece's attitude 
and of the parameters of the crisis in the relations of our country with Turkey. 


Washington well knows, no doubt, that the only and exclusive cause of this crisis-- 
and for the subsequent weakening of the NATO southeast wing--is the claim Turkey 
has raised over the Greek area (without mentioning the unlawful and internationally 
condemned invasion of Cyprus)... 


Since, therefore, the main threat against the independence and territorial 
integrity of our country comes from Turkey, who happens to be a member of the 
same alliance (a fact which adds the element of absurdity to the whole issue), it 
is reasonable and natural for all the post-dictatorial govermments to seek 
guarantees for our eastern borders from the alliance and especially from the 
leading power in the alliance. Turkey depends fully on the U.S. because of its 
chronically miserable economic condition. 


But here is U.S. Secretary of State Haig telling us--to limit ourselves to the 
present with no reference to Washington's positiononthis during the last 8 years-- 
that the only guarantees are to be found in our full participation in NaTC and "in 
the solution of the differences in bilateral Greek-Turkish negotiations." 


With regard to Greece's participation in NATO fw [ae may say/ that such participation 
existed in 197) and exists today but this has not prevented Turkey's aggression 

and claims against our country. Consequently, the actual contimation of this 
threat is not enough by itself. We know, of course, that Greece's withdrawal of 
"nonparticipation" in NATO will lead to Turkey's additional and exclusive support-- 
for more general reasons and in the context of "a world strategy"--and therefore 
will upset the balance /of power/ to our detriment. But not that our necessary 
participation in the alliance is sufficient as a guarantee against the Turkish 
threat... 


With regard to the bilateral negotiations, etc., Greece always has favored a 


dialogue with Turkey. Still, what can be the real subject of negotiations, since 
negotiations imply an exchange. Greece, having nothing to demand of Turkey, has 
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nothing to give. Because whatever it would give would amount to a giveaway and a 
reduction of the national area or of the legitimate and vital rights of its 
security and integrity. By contrast, Turkey could only benefit by a "compromise"-- 
even though less than its initial demands... 


Therefore the only solution to the crisis is an end to Turkey's expansionist 
claims against the Greek area--because these claims are the only cause. Only 
the U.S. (assisted by the other countries in the alliance) can, if it wants, end 
this crisis because, as we said, Turkey fully depends on it. 


We know that the significance of the Turkish factor has gone up in the eyes of 
Nashington (and possibly of other western capitals) following the familiar 
developments of the last 3 years in Central Asia east of Turkey. But even from 

this crude viewpoint--and although we believe that this viewpoint is short-sighted 
and will prove to be in the long run as precarious as the view about the /stability 
of7 the Shah of Iran--the dispute with Greece absorbs and neutralizes a considerable 
part of the Turkish potential and the totality of the Greek potential with regard 

to NATC, At the same time, it undermines their own strength for the future as 

jt draws them into an arms race which exhausts their economies and therefore their 
capacity to develop. 


If washington is indeed interested in a solution to the crisis in our area, to 


the benefit of the overall potential of the West, it has the key with which to 
settle it. It only takes a decision to use this key...

EEC URGED TO DRAW LINE ON 'DICTATORSHIPS'

[text/ Our West European partners in EEC mst make their position clear sometime-- 
all of them, not only some of them--toward the dictatorial regimes which are 
connected or plan to be connected organically with the community: Do they or do 
they not accept fascists in the EEC ranks? 


Theoretically, they do not. At least that is what they proclaim. They base their 
Claim on the real evidence that one of the basic European councils, the Council of 
Europe, has in thepast made the Greek junta's life miserable by forcing it to 
resign before kicking it out. This happened during the 1960's decade. 


Today, in the decade of the '80's, the partners are facing a new junta--the Turkish. 
Their theoretical argument is always the same: "They only accept democratic 
regimes, etc." But in practice things are not exactly this way. Within the 
various BSC organizations there is a category of members who themselves like to 
enjoy democracy in their own countries while not caring at all about the democracy 
of other people. The presence of this category creates a perpetual confusion in 
the EEC organizations which assume various contradictory positions (either by 
majority or by defraud by so often misconstruing the definitions of "Turkish 
nation" and "Turkish junta." Only 2 days ago Christian Democrat Von Hasel introduced 
and succeeded in having approved in the Political Committee of the Council of 
Europe a proposal which in fact gives a certificate of foreigness to Ankara's 
dictators because of "Turkey's geographic position" and calls on the other members 
to support it financially. On the other hand, almost simultaneously four West 
European countries, Holland, Denmark, Norway and Gveden, jointly ask that the 
Turkish dictatorial regime be renounced. If this happened it would lead to the 


regime's expulsion--complete chaos... 


The funny thing is that the West Europeans hide their real sentiments and appear 
as "Turkophiles" or as "concerned about the West's interests" which ostensibly 

are at stake in the Turkish geographic area. And so, it is now up to the Greek 
delegations in the various EEC organizations to clear up the confused position 

of the aforementioned category of West Europeans. It is one thing to bar 
"Turkophiles" or "Philhellenes" (it is their right to be /what they wish/) and 

it is another thing to be “"philofascists" which is a betrayal of the principles and 
ideals on which the idea of a united Burope is founded. The determination of a 
position or attitude toward a junta on the basis of...its geographic position is 
something which does not at all honor those representing such a curious position.

MIXED SYSTEM TO BE USED IN MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 1 Jun 82 p 4 


[Text/ The report TA NEA published is confirmed: In the October municipal 
elections a mixed /electoral/ system will be used--proportional representation for 
the municipal councilors and direct proportional (majoritarian) for the mayor. 
This means that a third ticket may elect representatives in the municipal council 
esbegs they receive the percentage the electoral law provides (possibly 10 
percent ). 


In the case of the mayor he mst receive in the first round /of vote counting/ half 
of the votes plus one, otherwise the election is repeated the following Sunday when 
the leader of the ticket receiving a majority is elected as mayor. 


It should be noted that the electoral system the Interior Ministry intends to 
introduce favors the formation of independent tickets and averts to a large extent 
the polarization and the formation of tickets of cooperation “on a makeshift basis." 


Proportional Representation 


The report that on Friday he would introduce to the Ministerial Council the issue 
of the electoral system prompted Interior Minister G. Gennimatas to say: 


"The general principles of the electoral law concerning the municipal and communal 
elections in October provide for proportional representation in the municipal and 
communal councils without exclusions but also without weakening the operation of 
the councils and the mayors. We are not going to adapt the institution of Local 
Self-Government to the electoral system but the system to the institution." 


Gennimatas added that before the law is introduced to the Chamber of Deputies plenun, 
which is what his ministry wants, it will be submitted for their consideration to 
the political parties and the Central Union of the Municipalities and Communities. 


As concerns the adoption of a permanent electoral law, Gennimatas said that "when 
the radical changes needed for the development of the Local Self-Government 
institution and for strengthening its role are made, the issue will remain open 
for implementing a permanent electoral system which will meet the real demands of 
democratic procedure and therefore of the institution itself."

GSEE CHARGES AGAINST KKE CONDEMNED

[Text7 The Greek General Conferation of Labor /GSEE/ yesterday attacked RIZOSPASTIS 
in an unacceptable manner with charges that even the reactionary forces did not 

dare to voice. The shameless and slanderous statement does not fit the democratic 
administration of a syndicalist organization. 


The temporarily appointed presidium of the GSEE accused RIZOSPASTIS of "political 
syndicalist impropriety," of "deliberate distortion of truth," "unprecedented 
malice," and "deception and disorientation of the working people." And all this 
only because by fulfilling consistently and without compromises its duty to the 
working class /R1ZOSPASTIS/ unmasked the effort of the government-controlled 
administration of the GSEE to alter the meaning of May Day, to give a partisan 
character to the demonstrations and to make the workers appear to have cheered the 
government at the very moment /it/ does not move to solve their problems but goes 
back on its promises and declared commitments under the pressure of the monopolies. 


The GSEE presidium, in an effort to justify its unfounded accusations against 
RIZOSPASTIS, claims that the program of the festivities had been made known to 
Federation of Construction Workers' President D. Mavrodoglou and that there had 
been complete agreement. /The presidium/ deliberately hides the fact that there 
had been disagreement on the slogans and that the list of slogans given by the 
federation was ignored. 


The presidium further claims that objections to the resolution were expressed 
on the morning of the May Day. It again neglects to say that the resolution was 
given at the last moment--Friday afternoon--and until the following morning no 
responsible GSEE official could be found to listen to the comments. It is note- 
worthy that the resolution was not even approved by the GSEE administration and 
that the syndicalist who was supposed to read it refused to do so. 


The presidium regards /this as a/ "brutal violation of the democratic responsibility 
to respect the speakers." The slogans shouted by the participants were: "There 
can be no change as long as we stay in NATO and EEC" and others. 


Regardless of all those rotten arguments, the GSEE statement 10 days after the 
celebration is an unprovoked slanderous attack of political expediency against the 














newspaper of the Communist Party /KKE/ which for the past 60 years either under 
conditions of deep illegality or under conditions of legality defends without 
vacillation the interests of the working people. This attack as well as other 
unacceptable activities such as the throwing out of the journalists from its 
headquarters in a despicable manner by Ravtopoulos himself show that the government 
appointed presidium is traveling down a slippery road.

Minister Andreas Papandreou appears unrivaled on the political stage, 6 months 
after the elections. 





Specifically, one out of two Greek men and women (48 percent), inhabitants of 
the eight biggest cities, approve of the way in which the prime minister is 
handling issues. And just somewhat over one in 10 (12 percent) do not 
approve his handling of issues. 


The above is shown in a poll made for TAKHYDROMOS by the Market Studies and 
Research Center, Metrix Research Center, in the Athens and Salonica areas, 
as well as in Larisa, Agrinion, Patras, Irakleion, Serrai and Alexandroupolis. 


A more general political conclusion of this poll is that Mr Papandreou is 
maintaining his electoral strength intact, while, on the other hand, the 
opposition is not succeeding in mustering against him not even one-third of 
its voters. 


Characteristic is that individuals between the ages of 25 and 34 approve of the 
prime minister's performance in greater percentage (57 percent) than 
individuals in other age brackets. 


A higher percentage in favor of Mr Papandreou (59 percent) is shown by the 
entire city of Salonica, while in other urban centers, the percentage favoring 
him is also high (52 percent). 


The exception is Athens, giving the prime minister the lowest percentage 
(44 percent). In comparison with other cities, however, Athens has a high 
percentage of individuals who refuse to take a position (29 percent). 


The poll began on 24 April and ended on 30 April. A total of 1,386 men and women 
were questioned in Athens, Salonica, Larisa, Agrinion, Patras, Irakleion, Serrai

a deputy). It is to the honor of this deputy that he ignored the prohibition 
that was degrading to his position and humiliating to any person. And his 
action has its significance. Beyond that, however, what he had to say in his 
interview was significant. Because he stated that the great majority of the 
PASOK parliamentary group does not belong to Marxism. It does not espouse its 
principles and aims. For that reason, in his view, there is no and there should 
be no question of withdrawing from NATO or the EEC nor a question of getting 
rid of the American bases. 


What did the government do? It disavowed the statements of its deputy. It has 
even been said that he might even be called on to offer an apology. And this 
means that its leader is continuing to waver between Marxists and non-Marxists, 
attempting to play the role of balancer, performing acrobatics in his 
pre-electoral slogans and post-electoral reality, and looking at both Marxist 
"visions" and the ground on which he is walking. 


All of this, however, means, in essence, supremacy by the Marxists. Because what 
Mr Khondrokoukis did not understand is that the issue is not arithmetic but 
political. It is of no importance if, as we all know, the overwhelming majority 
of the 48 percent is made up of anti-Marxists or non-Marxists. Nor if, as 

Mr Khondrokoukis maintains, the same holds true for the majority of the 
parliamentary group. The question is who lead, who hold the keys and who 

control the situation. And these, without any doubt whatsoever, are the Marxists 
who if they do allow the leader some latitude in backing out if issues it is 
because he assures them that it is a question of simple and temporary 

maneuvers in tactics that expediency imposes. And also because, for the time 
being, they need him. Just as Benes was needed in Czechoslovakia in 1948, 

F. Nagy in Hungary in 1949, King Michael of Romania for a few years, etc. 
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Assuredly, the great majority of PASOK voters are not Marxist. And, of course, 
many of its deputies are not. The same holds true for quite a few of its 
ministers. If, however, these deputies, these ministers, these cadres want 

to correctly express the commandments of their voters, then they have only 

one way: to show their stature to the Marxist professors and prison wardens 

of the party, to get out from under their tutelage, to thrust them aside 

and to follow one road that can be socialistic but at the same time democratic 
and national. Do they want this? Can they? Will they do it? Here is the 
question. And from the answer that they will give, not with statements but 
deeds, much will depend. And, foremost of all, the normal course of the country.

U.S. DIRE PREDICTIONS ON NEORION SHIPYARDS UNFOUNDED

/Excerpts/ In September 1979, Neorion on Syros suddenly became the epicenter 
of Greek --and international-- current events. The cause, an agreement signed 
by the government of the time with the Russians for the repair of Soviet 
vessels at the island's shipyards. 


The event was described as...."a military penetration by Russia into internal 
Greek territory..." and "support of the Soviet Union war fleet by Greece." 


In other words, the agreement --according to alarmists-- allowed Moscow to 
come in --and occupy our country from the Neorion drydocks! 


Certain American newspapers hastened to describe -- to baptise-- Syros as 
"the Cuba of the Mediterranean" and to render crazier the theater of the 
absurd that was playing on the Greek island at that time. 


They do not talk about ....how Syros did not become ...."'the Cuba of the 
Mediterranean. 


Specifically, according to information provided us by the Neorion /shipyards/ 
administration: 


- Between 1979 and 1981, nine Soviet vessels were repaired in the Syros 
shipyards. 


- In 1982, two Soviet vessels "have been in dry dock." 


- Total: 11 Russian vessels 
(Note: In 3 years, 11 Russian vessels went through Neorion). 


It should be emphasized that in 1981 alone, a total of 132 vessels entered and 
exited the Syros shipyards (Greek, British, American, etc.) that, of course, 
made up the greater percentage of turnover. 
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- The Soviets, with only their nine vessels, “left" 9,839,000 dollars at the 
Syros shipyards. 


The Neorion administration has kind words to say about these "clients" -- 
especially on the burning issue of payments: 


"They are very much in order in their business dealings --and in their payments," 
shipyard spokesmen told TA NEA. 


The same sources consider as comic references to..."Sovietization" of the 
island and they laughingly declare, "The reputed 'KGB' office on the 
island is manned by one individual." 


They make clear --in order not to cause misunderstanding with hot-headed 
worried persons-- that "this concerns a Soviet citizen --an employee of the 
firm with which we work and who has settled here on the island to facilitate 
payments by Russian vessels and to generally consult with us." 


As for the sailors and officers of the vessels --they never have given grounds 
for incidents on the island nor have they ever caused any, as their American 
colleagues have. 


They have excellent relations with the locals --who know firsthand that they 
have to do with good clients and friends. 


It must be emphasized that following the well-known tribulations of the 
shipyards --the closing of which cast the island into economic stagnation-- 
all is now going well since, in 1981, Neorion had net profits of 
552,108,809 drachmas. 


Besides that, there are presently 1,155 blue-collar workers, 123 white-collar 
workers and 27 technicians employed at the shipyards. Total: 1,305.

AIRCRAFT PURCHASES PLANNED FOR NEXT DECADE

[Text/ To meet its needs for the next decade, our country will purchase 100 and 
possibly 150 military planes. This decision was taken during a meeting of the 
Supreme National Defense Council under the chairmanship of Premier and Defense 
Minister A. Papandreou. Present at the meeting were Coordination Minister Lazaris, 
Foreign Minister Kharalambopoulos, Public Order Minister Skoularikis, Deputy 
Defense Minister Petsos and National Defense General Staff Chief Degiannis. 


According to an announcement by Deputy Defense Minister G. Petsos, the purchase 
will include all necessary equipment, materials and support services. He added 
that it is possible that the mumber of aircraft to be procured may ultimately be 
130. The negotiations for the procurement of the aircraft were assigned by the 
Supreme National Defense Council to the Air Force General Staff, but they will be 
preceded by the necessary consultations with the Ministries of Coordination, 
Foreign Affairs, Industry and Commerce, certain banks and the Greek Aircraft 
Industry. These consultations will also cover the area of counterbalancing 
offers. 


Petsos announced that the final choice of the aircraft our country will purchase 
will be made from four types: F18A, F16, Mirage 2000 and Tornado (of English- 
German-Italian seetntsen}. 


The whole question of the aircraft purchase will be resubmitted to the Supreme 
National Defense Council for a final decision following completion of all negotia- 
tions which will start immediately. Their target will be the signing of the 
agreement for the purchase of the aircraft within 1962.

'AGAMEMNON 82' WAR MANEUVERS HELD

{Text/ Large war exercises began today in eastern Macedonia under the code name 
Agamemnon 82." They were watched at various phases by the political and military 
leaders of the country. The objective of the maneuvers is to train the staff 
commands and units in the procedures for inter-service operations.

Subsequently, he will attend a breakfast given in his 
honor by the officers club and in the afternoon he will visit the Mesorakhi area 
where a parade of the forces participating in the maneuvers will take place. 


Cn the other hand, the leadership of the armed forces will brief in the Salonica 
Officers Club the military attaches of foreign embassies on the general plan and 
tactics of the exercise, while Lieutenant General Soundias, commander of the Army's 
Third Corps, will give a reception for them. 


Finally, the National Defense General Staff announced that tomorrow traffic on the 
Amfipolis-Kavala road will be interrupted between 085 and 1015 hours because 
military planes will hold an exercise with live ammunition. During this time the 
vehicles will be detoured to the Elevtheroupolis-Proti Serron-Amfipolis-Nea 
Kerdylia road network.

TURKISH SEISMOGRAPHIC VESSEL SPOTTED NEAR KOS ISLAND

ARMED FORCES RADIO AND TELEVISION STATION CHANGES NOTED

/Excerpt/ Yesterday's information appearing in TA NEA concerning the 
forthcoming --a matter of a few days, we wrote-- demilitarization of YENED 
/Armed Forces Information Service/ has been confirmed. 


At a meeting yesterday attended by Minister to the Prime Minister 

M. Koutsogiorgas, Deputy Minister of National Defense A. Drosogiannis, 
Deputy Minister to the Prime Minister D. Maroudas, as well as Mr G. 
Kasimatis, legal adviser to the prime minister, and Mr S. Kostopoulos, press 
secretary general, examined the procedures that must be followed to remove 
YENED from the Ministry of National Defense. 


As stated by the government spokesman, the YENED channel will become a 

service of the Ministry to the Prime Minister, without being a legal entity 

or a joint stock company, while there is no question --as we wrote yesterday-- 
of its being incorporated into ERT /Greek Radio and Television/ at this time. 


The conversion of YENED into a civilian channel will come about through a 
law to be jointly signed by the minister of national defense and the minister 
to the prime minister. 


Incorporation into ERT will take place after the reshaping of Law 230/1975, while 
its implementation is not expected for at least a year. At the same time, the 
YENED organization will be reshaped and the channel will be staffed by the 
Ministry to the Prime Minister and ERT. As far as property is concerned, it 

has been determined that YENED's color telewision equipment belongs to the 
Ministry to the Prime Minister and the channel installations to the Ministry 

of National Defense.
